ful influence upon the coming legisla- 
tive elections throughout the state and, 
perhaps, to defeat the opponents of 
Woman's suffrage who are candidates 
for the legislature.

Britain’s Airship Is 
Nearing Completion 


New Naval Crulser of the Clouds Will 
be the Swiftest and Most Complete 
in the World. 


Before very long the full trials in 
connection with the naval airship, 
which has been built at the Barrow 
yard of Messrs, Vickers, will take 
place. The vessel, which has been con- 
structed under conditions of the most 
stringent secrecy, will soon receive the 
finishing touches and when launched 
will, it is expected, prove to be the 
most powerful and most up-to-date 
airship in the world. 

The advisory committee on acronau- 
tics have fully inspected the vessel 
several times, and the appointment of 
the naval staff has been completed. 
Captain Murray Sueter is the inspector 
or airships and Commander — Oliver 
Schwann has been appointed as assist- 
ant inspector. Another ofticer, Com- 
mander Kk. T. D, Masterman, as also 
joined the aerial staff, which is now 
as follows: 

Inspector of airships—-Captain Mur- 
ray Sueter. 


Assistant inspector of airships— 
Commander QO, Schwann, 

Staff—Lieutenant N, F, Osburne, C, 
P. Talbot and C. Randall. 

Under — instruction — Lieutenants

The new airship, which is officially 
known as Naval Airship No, 4, lies at 
present in a huge shed, under naval 
guard, She has been under construe- 
tion for two-and-a half years, many 
delays occurring in order that the new- 
est ideas might be embodied in the 
craft, As she stands today she is said 
to be the fnest airship in the world, 
and may be the swiftest. 

The length of the dirigible is 544 
feet, wilh a diameter of nearly 50 feet, 
and she has a “Duralumin'’ frame- 
work—an alloy as hard as steel and 
half the weight—covered with sec- 
tions of very durable material, consist- 
ing of silk specially “hardened’’ by a 
secret process which throws off the 
heat rays and is proof against bullets. 

Another advantage is that this 
“steel-dusted silk’? has a sheen on it 
which causes the huge bulk—from the 
point of view of an observer —to 
emerge into the sky when at a height, 
thus giving it something of the color- 
protection such as nature affords to 
birds and beasts, At lower altitudes 
the peculiar silvery shade of the enve- 
lope blends with the clouds. This will 
be an enormous advantage. 


Another strong point, says The 
Standard, is in the carriage, of the 


hydrogen, whieh will be on the ‘water- 
light compartment” principle, so that 
single shots will not be able to deflate 
the envelope. About a score of bags 
will be contained under the outer 
cover, The two Wolseley motors and 
propellers ar situated in special com- 
partments, from which the steering is 
also worked and communication from 
one part of the ear to another is 
secured on an easy plan,

The establishment in Alberta 
industry whieh shall 
years lo come second only in in 
ance to the agriculture of the pro- 
Vinee, is forelold by H, Mortimer Lamb, 
secretary of the Canadian Mining Insti- 
tute, Who, accompanied by A. O, Camp- 
bell, of Vancouver, is today staying at 
the Alberta hotel in this city. 

Mr, Lamb is returning from a visit 
to the annual meeting of the British 
Columbia braneh of the institute, and 
in conversation with a@ reporter he 
gave some account of the enormous 
wealth in clay deposits, which are to 
be unearthed in Alberta. 

Quoting Dr. Ries, of Cornell uni- 
versity, Mr. Lamb declared that Alber- 
ta is the only province west of Nova 
Seotia, in which clays suitable for the 
production of pottery or of terra cotta, 
are to be found, This fact alone as- 
sures the building up in the west at no 
distant date of one of the most per- 
manent and profitable of industries, 
Every Kind of pottery, of sewer pipe, 
and of terra cotta can be made here, 
and the large importations of terra cot- 
ta which are now received from Eng- 
Jand will before long be supplemented 
or superceded by the local supply. The 
Inaterial is being largely used today 
for house construction, and the devel- 
opment of the new industry will give a 
great impetus to building trade, auto- 
maticaliy remedying many of the evils 
arising out the high priees which 
obtain in the Jumber industry today. 

Mr. Lamb dwelt at length upon the

The Montreal story says: 

The object is to have full informa- 
lion concerning all occupants of berths 


by the time the train crosses the 
boundary. Formerly the sleeping car 
conductor was allowed to make in- 


quiries from the passengers, and if he 
was satisfied the passengers were 
Canadians or people intending to visit 
Canada, it was unnecessary to sign any 
statement, 

Now one and all must fill out the 
forms. The immigration officials ad- 
mit that-it might take a long time to 
get all the forms filed out on crowded 
sleeping cars, but they say that the 
passengers can take their time and 
hand the, ferms back to the conductor 
any tinie before retiring. Otherwise, 
they will be aroused at the boundary. 

One curious feature of the new form 
is that the sleeping car conductor is 
allowed to be practically the sole judge 
of the sanity of all pasengers. of 
course, if he has reason to believe that 
a pasenger is insane, he will call it to 
the attention of the immigration in- 
spector near the boundary. 

Whether a man is believed to be in- 
sane or not or if there are other sus- 
picious circumstances concerning him, 
he will, in any event, be allowed to re- 
tire until the case is settled near the 
boundary. °If the passenger refuses to 
sign, the alternative is that he will be 
aroused at. the boundary.

»MAJOR THIBAUDEAU HAS CHARGE 
OF ENUMERATION TO BE 
STARTED SOON

| The Edmonton census commission- 
er, Major Thibaudeau, is busy today 
and tomorrow instructing the 28 in- 
humerators who will count the heads 
of the citizens of Edmonton city, on 
June 4. The city has been divided into 
districts to facilitate the work of tak- 
ing the census. In the thickly settled 
| portions the districts are much smaller 
than in the outlying areas. Through- 
out last week Commissioner Thibau- 
deau was engaged in giving instructions 
to some eighty one enumerators who 
will take the census in the portion of 
Alberta lying north of the North Sas- 
katchewan river, 
Territory along the G. 'T. P. west of 
Edson has been divided into several 
districts so that it may be covered in 
the specified time. This was found 
necessary on account of the fact that 
there are several thousand men in the 
railway construction camps along the 
grade in addition to a large number of 
setllers scattered through the districts, 
The census takers are following 
what is known as the De Jure system 
of enumeration, They will collect 
practically all their facts with the con- 
ditions existing on June {st as a basis. 
The baby born on May 34st will be 
counted and the old man who dies on 
June 4st will be counted. The count 
begins on Thursday and will continue 
from day to day until it is completed.

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power plant was exhibited and = the 
commissioner stated that he had never 
seen it until today. We had found that 
the power plant was expending money 
at a great rate and no one knew where 
it was going, The accounting system 
was mediocre in the extreme. He gol 
the information which he wanted only 
after the auditor issued his regular 
yearly statement. Even then he found 
that certain items which should have 
been included were not . He considered 
that there was a probability that the 
auditor was wrong. Especially was 
this shown in a $5,000 account with 
the Edmonton Iron Works which was 
charged to the wrong account. 

The vouchers only passed through 
his hands occassionally and he had no 
check on the expenditure of monies. 

The commissioner denied absolutely 
that he had told the council that all 
the superintendent favored the pur- 
chase of a 1200 k. w. unit for the 
power plant. He had said that no one 
had raised any objection, It was true 
that a number of the superintendent 
had recommended a 2,000 k, w. unit. 
Ife had not received any report from 


Superintendents Ormsby and = Me- 
Naughton, 
When the question of the delay 


caused by the Edmonton Iron Works in 
not delivering pump house steel on 
lime came up, the utilities commis- 
sioner unconsciously took a slap at 
Commissioner Bulchart when he stated 
that there was no contract with the 
company so far as he could find and 
the entering into of a contract was ta- 
ken up only after he arrived in the 
city. He had waited for several weeks 
before deciding what to do with the 
pump house which was then in’ bad 
shape. He then decided, but several 
weeks afterwards found that he would 
have to change his plans as there was 
a number of things with respect to the 
walls of the structure which he had 
not taken into consideration, 

The commissioner did not deny that 
he had told the council that the com- 
pany furnishing the steel was to blame, 
but contented himself with stating that 
he made the statement in October, in- 
stead of in August, He had had con- 
siderable trouble with the company, 
due to the fact that the material which 
they supplied was of poor quality. 

With respect to the market building 
the commissioner stated that he had 
nothing to do with it, aside from look- 
ing at the plans, and shifted the whole 
responsibility of this charge to the 
shoulders of ex-Mayor Lee, whom, he 
stated, handled that proposition, He 
had heard no complaints with regard 
to the heating system. Ie had voted to 
buy the small scales because the ten- 
ders were called for before he arrived 
in the city and there were no tenders 
on a larger sized scale. 

he commissioner denied that he 
had changed the plans for the car 
barns, thereby causing the city con- 
siderable loss through the reconstruc- 
tion of the building, and intimated that 
the work was handled by the inspector 
of buildings and the superintendent of 
the railway. H 

He had visited the building while it 
was in course of erection and knew 
when he ordered the boiler that he 
would have to excavate through a ce- 
ment wall. He thought that was a 
better plan, however, than to purchase 
a different type of boiler. 

Commissioner Bouillon denied — that 
he had refused lo purchase spare mo- 
tors. He had seen that they would be 
needed some time last summer and had 
told the railway superintendent to send 
in a requisition, The commissioner 
did not state, however, Why the spare 
motors were not ordered until late this 
spring. > 

With respect to the proposition for 
the repairs for the gas plant, the com- 
missioner stated that he found — the 
company was unable to carry out its 
contract with Superintendent °Mc- 
Naughton, as they could not secure 
the producers which they had antici- 
pated they would be in a position to 
furnish. Later the commissioner stat- 
ed that the contract with the city, 
made by Mr. McNaughton, had expired 
before he was employed by the city. 
The contract with the company which 
he, the commissioner, made, was one 
which provided that the company 
would charge nothing for putting the 
plant in working order, 

“Somewhat philanthropic,” remark- 
ed Mr. MeCaul. 

Pressed for an answer as te 
what repairs to the plant had cost to 
date, the commissioner admitted that 
he did not have the faintest idea as 
to what the cost would be. We had 
never gone into the question thorough- 
ly. He did not even know whether or 
not he could find out what the cost 
had been. The company's engineer 
had estimated that it would be done in 
October, It was true that he had no 
guarantee from the company, due to 
the faet that they were not charging 
for the work which they were doing. 
It was also true the plant had only 
been placed in operation a short time 
ago, instead of in Uetober of last 
year. 

Former Inspector of Buildings Cot- 
terel was on the stand when the com- 
mittee adjourned, His memory was ex- 
ceplionally clear and he told in de- 
tail how he had inspeeted the power 
house books and the books of the see- 
retary-treasurer and could not make 
head or tail out of them. He was try- 
ing to find out how much money had 
been expended on the power plant, but 


was unable to do so. He had had 
trouble with the Edmonton Tron 
works when he was superintendent. 


This was because they supplied ma- 
terial which was not up to the usual 
standard. We was an inspector of 
buildings and knew how to keep’ ae- 
counts. He was not an accountant, 
however.
